Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tine drawings must slnow 
every feature of tine invention specified in tine claims. Tlierefore, tine features, wliicli 
perform the following functions: 

* detecting grid malfunction; 

* monitoring temperature; 

* comparing temperatures; 

* controlling wind turbine blades;

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification slnall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 17-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 17, 25, 30 and 31 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, 
such omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: 

In claim 17 language "a malfunction in said utility grid" is not defined by any 
structural means or "determining the malfunction", or "monitoring temperature...", or 
"comparing said temperature..." or "controlling one or more wind turbine blades" are not 
supported by any structure, which is required for understanding of such performance, 
which makes the claimed language indefinite and/or structurally undetermined. 

Regarding claims 17- 22, 25-31 the phrases: 
"stator or rotor", 
"transformer or gear". 
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"continuously or discontinuously", 

"frequency or grid voltage", 

"one or more", 

"malfunction or in one or more steps", 
"values or temperature", 
"current or frequency variations", 
renders the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not 
actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or"), thereby rendering the scope of the 
claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

In claim 30, words "a number of components comprising one of one more 
generators" are not understood; 

In claims 30 and 31 , words "comparison of said temperature" has no structural 
support for performance of such function; 

In claim 30 and 31 , words "at least one predefined limit" is not defined by any 
language, which makes the claimed "limit" unascertainable; 

Claims 23 and 24 are indefinite because they depend on the rejected claim and 
do not correct the noted problem.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. As far as they can be understood and broadly interpreted Claims 17-31 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over International Pub. WO 
03/058789 and further in view of Foreign Doc. 33 42 583 (DE 3342 583 A1). 

Publication ***789 teaches wind turbine electrical power generating system 
controls, which provides power to the power grid during the power grid fault by detecting 
its malfunction and the system is controlling turbine blades pitch. The system has all 
essential functions and provides the same performance as the claimed system by the 
applicant, but ***789 failed to utilize temperature as a parameter for such operation. 

DE 3342 583 teaches wind power generating system, which monitors 
temperature of the generator and controls the power output as a function of the 
temperature. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design wind turbine power generation system as taught by 
Publication WO 03/058789 and to add temperature monitoring and controls based on it 
as taught by DE 342 583 in order to have generator protection against abnormal 
temperatures since it is within capabilities of an ordinary skill in the art to provide such 
capability to the control system.
